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HOCKEY GEORGIANS IN BATTLE FOR SECOND

The hockey Georgians head into this week's play in second place 
in the eight-team Quebec University Athletic Association hockey round-robin 
and coach Paul Arsenault hopes his club will be able to at least maintain 
that position for one simple reason. 


The first and second place teams in the QUAA get home-ice advantage 
for the semi-final playoffs and naturally, the Georgians would rather play at 
McGill Arena rather than in Sherbrooke. 


The Georgians have 23 points, one more than the Vert et Ox, Sherbrooke 
has played 17 games, the Georgians 16. 


This week, the Georgians have a pair of games in the Montreal area. 
One of them is against the University of Montreal Carabins this Wednesday at 
the U of M arena. Game time is 8:00 p.m. Sir George is 2-0 this year. 


The other game is against the Loyola College Warriors, currently 
in top spot in the QUAA, with 28 points. 


Then the Georgians have two games remaining on the road in the 
regulax schedule. They travel to Trois-Rivieres to meet the Patriots on 
February 22 and close out their road schedule with a game against the Bishop's 
University Gaiters, March 3 in Lennoxville. 


In between those games, Bishop’s plays Sir George on Saturday, 
Feb.26 at McGill starting at 5 p.m. 


Sherbrooke meanwhile has Trois-Rivieres and Bishop’s to play at home 
and McGill and the University of Montreal on the road. 


The Georgians won twice and lost once last week with the key win 
a 4-1 verdict over Sherbrooke last Friday at McGill. 


The Georgians had lost twice earlier in the season to the Vert et Or, 
5-3 at McGill and 8-1 at Sherbrooke. 


Two goals by Phil Turner led the Georgians‘ offensive while Mike 
McNamara and Grant Shexiffs added singles. Goalie Bernie Wolfe, who was not 
sharp in an 8-2 loss to Loyola two nights earlier, stopped 35 of 36 shots in 
one of his better performances in the second half. Saturday, the Georgians 
made it three straight against the Royal Military College Redmen, scoring a 
7-4 win. Barry Cullen and Rory McKay fired two goals each while Mark Shewchuck, 
Barry Walker and George Tower added singles. 


The Georgians, who had beaten the Redmen twice in Kingston, were 
hard-pressed by the Redmen for the first two periods.
